WILTOK TlTRL-ror.Tnw, w-ra, of ll!i3 Sycamore Street, Waxahachle, 
Texas is a close friend and associate of Subject. Turlington 
owns and operates Turlington's Orocery, ll!j3 Sycamore, Waxahachie . 

Turlington was an employee of Subject at the Sil-rer Sour 
Club, 1717 S. Ervay, in the years VhB and 19K9 as a dance hall 
— . v..<.i» j.j.j.cijuaiij.p iiaiB ooniiimiea since unaT; time. 

Turlington was an employee of 'ifeetem Klectrlc until 10?1 
and at that time he moved to Waxahachie and went to work for the 
Waxahachie Police Department. Turlineton was eTTmloved as a Pol'''** 
Officer for ten years until I96I and "at that time he went into"' 
the tSrocery Business. 

^llngton stated that he had not seen Subject since one 
or two »ceks before rresident Kennedy was assassinated, and then 
only for a few minutes. Turlington stated that Subject was a 
radical, but never about politics. Turlington said he did not 
think Ruby was crazy but that he knew he was high tempered and 
liked to fi^t. 

<. ^^her stated that Subject was a close friend 

who is a union organizer and has an 
office some Aere on Oak lawn avenue, Dallas. Subject is also 
a close friend of a Jewish man named MWTDIG (fnu) who used to 
be in the Punch Board Business on South Harwood Street in 19?0 
and 1951. Manning is reported to be residing in Chicago, nilnois 
at the present time.

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rurlington stated that he had heard several people 
say that Subject is a homosexual, but did not know of his 
o«n knowledge of any homosexual aoti-vities of Riiby. 

Turlington also stated that Ruby was a good employer 
and was easy to work for. Turlington stated that Subject' s 
sister Era had called him after Subject killed Oswald and 
asked if he would cane to Dallas during the trial, that he 
might be able to help Subject.
